Perfected Surface Resists Abrasion 
Under Most Servere Conditions 
When chemists discovered a 
method for attaching a rubber lin¬ 
ing to a metal surface, they presented 
a new and valuable material to the 
chemical engineer for use in the vats, 
tanks, pipes, pumps, and so forth, in 
which he handles corrosive liquids. 
The rubber lining effectively resists 
the action of acids which would soon 
eat through the steel. Now this pro¬ 
cess of attaching a rubber surface to 
metal has been perfected to a degree 
which encourages its use to resist 
abrasion in some of the most severe 
service conditions imaginable.—Popu¬ 
lar Science.

The Child Grows and Matures 

Necessity Of Careful Training In 
Early ChUdhood 
(By John Burke Ingram,) 

I once knew a boy who was unrea¬ 
sonably afraid of a policeman. Un¬ 
reasonably because he was a good 
little boy and his family were decent 
people. One day that little boy’s 
grandmother told him a story about 
another little chap who got lost and 
of how a policeman on the boat found 
him and took him home to his moth¬ 
er. This simple story completely de¬ 
stroyed the child’s fear of policemen. 
It made him ready to understand 
that the policeman was on “his side” 
and his duty was to protect him and 
his mother and father against people 
who were not willing to behave 
themselves. 

I introduce this question because it 
illustrates the necessity of teaching a 
child carefully, if he is to be a healthy 
citizen and a good citizen. There are 
so many things the parent should do; 
simple in themselves, if he or she will 
only take the trouble to do them, it 
may assist the growing child to be 
both. 

Lying is a problem, and many a 
conscientious mother has had her 
heart almost broken because little 
Bobby sees all sorts of horrible acci¬ 
dents and sees tigers walking down 
the street, and, perhaps, if he is a 
belligerent little boy, is continually 
thrashing six big men on the way 
home from school. Lies like that, 
however, are, in the main, quite harm¬ 
less and if it were not for this ca¬ 
pacity for harmless lying, there should 
be no books written, nor pictures 
painted, nor music written. Of a 
different story however, is the lie 
which is told to avoid punishment, 
or to secure some favour, a personal 
lie in other words, and these must be 
stopped. It is easy to draw a distinc¬ 
tion between a “fairy tale lie” and a 
“wicked lie,” and in combating the 
lie a positive worship of truth may be 
included as a preventive. Stories of 
men who refused to lie even if it 
meant pain or death, will be listened 
to eagerly, for children are natural 
hero-worshippers and it Is a good 
thing If a parent has Imagination 
enough, and interest enough to place 
worthy objects of hero-worship In the 
mind of the youngster. We are get¬ 
ting away from our old ideas that 
children should be seen and not heard, 
and that a child should never have 
ms own way. We feel that a child 
should have its own way just as a 
growing plant has its own way, to 
push its head towards the sun. But 
once again, to remain for a moment 
in the vegetable kingdom, as the tree 
Is bent the twig’s inclined, and a 
really tactful and understanding par¬ 
ent will get a child’s efforts into the 
right’ channel so tactfully that the 
youngster will scarcely realize that 
it is not his own ideas that he is 
carrying out. 


Better Fire Protection Needed 

More Organized System For Rural 
Districts Is Stressed 
A more organized system of fire 
protection in rural districts was I 
urged recently by David J. Price, of I 
Washington, D.C., chief engineer of' 
the Bureau of Chemistry and Soils, | 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, ad-; 
dressing the annual convention of the 
National Fire Protection Association 
in Toronto. 

Fire loss on farms in the United 
States last year, was the greatest 
ever experienced, he declared. From 
data available, it appeared that farm 
fire losses increased 25 per cent, dur¬ 
ing the 1930 season drought, he said. 
The loss for the year was estimated 
to be in excess of $125,000,000. 

Spontaneous heating and ignition 
of agricultural products constituted, 
he said, one of the prominent causes 
of farm fire loss. 

Largest Persian Rug 
What is said to be the largest Per¬ 
sian rug in the world is rapidly tak¬ 
ing shape in New York. It is being 
built for the main lobby of the new 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel and will be 
more than 70 feet long and nearly

Canada Should Have 

Right To Amend Constitution 

Conference With Provinces May Ba 
Called To Discuss This Matter 

A resolution declaring that Canada 
should have the right to amend her 
own constitution, moved in the House 
of Commons, brought from Hon. Hugh 
Guthrie, Minister of Justice, the 
statement that he favored a confer¬ 
ence with the provinces on this Im¬ 
portant matter. Before calling a con¬ 
ference, however, he thought that a 
committee of parliament should ba 
appointed to consider this question. 

“I am by no mans hopeless of the 
situation,” Mr. Guthrie declared to 
the House. “I am entirely hopeful, 
and I think it would be well for this 
parliament, if not at this session, at 
some subsequent session, to appoint 
a committee especially charged with 
the consideration of this question. We 
must prepare our case here before we 
call a conference, and it is a case that 
will require a great deal of prepara¬ 
tion.” 

“After preparation had been made,” 
added Mr. Guthrie, “I shall heartily 
favor the summoning of a provincial 
conference with the Dominion au¬ 
thorities to see what plan can be 
worked out so that in the future this 
parliament may be able to make the 
necessary amendments to our consti¬ 
tution.”

Premier Bennett Suggests Matter Be 

Referred To Banking Committee 

Ottawa, Ont.—The question of set¬ 
ting up a system of intermediate 
credits for agriculture will be consid¬ 
ered and discussed, in the light of 
knowledge possessed by the govern¬ 
ment respecting the $5,000,000 revolv¬ 
ing credit corporation, before the 
banking committee of the House of 
Commons. 

Unanimous decision favoring this 
action followed the introduction of 
a proposal in the House by W. T. 
Lucas (U.F.A., Camrose), for "con¬ 
sideration" of some system of inter¬ 
mediate credits; and a statement by 
Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, Prime Min J 
ister, suggesting that the whole mat¬ 
ter be referred to the banking and 
commerce committee. Mr. Lucas 
had expressed his belief that the $5,- 
000,000 corporation would not take 
care of the situation among western 
farmers. 

If the government could not set up 
a system of intermediate credits for 
agriculture, it might co-operate with 
the present $5,000,000 plan and sub¬ 
scribe dollar for dollar with the other 
subscriptions.

Minister stated, “Will move that

London, England.—Divergent views 
I are developing at the conference of 
wheat-exporting countries here. The 
United States delegation stands by its 
| view first announced of non-partici¬ 
pation in any international organiza¬ 
tion, against export quotas of wheat, 
and in favor of reduction of wheat 
acreage as the one way out of pres¬ 
ent difficulties. Russia has virtually 
joined the Polish and Danublan coun¬ 
tries in favor of export quotas. And 
Russia introduced a new element 
which is likely to arouse opposition 

The Polish plan proposed quotas 
but did not attempt to fix any 
basis for the quotas. The Russia 
plan has not yet been published, but 
it is understood to propose that the 
average wheat exports in the five- 
year period immediately preceding 
the Great War should be taken as 
basis for the quotas. But such a 
basis, it is commented, would oper¬ 
ate in favor of Russia and heavily 
against countries which, life Canada, 
have developed their wheat exports 
since the war. 

The Russians are willing, like the 
United States, to enter.into a no¬ 
dumping agreement. 

Conference observers are speculat¬ 
ing on how a no-dumping agreement 
could be operated and made effective, 
and how a fair export price could be 
determined. This, it is observed, 
would be specially difficult in the case 
of Russia. One Near-Eastern delegate, 
was, however, confident that if the 
conference can reach an agreement 
not to dump wheat there would be 
no real difficulty in implementing the 
agreement. 

"I have no doubt,” he said, “that 
ways can be devised for assuring that 
the country which agrees not to dump 
will abide by its word.”

Lethbridge gains 
at the expense of the smaller towns. 

It clearly demonstrates that the small town merchant 
must be on his toes to hold his local trade. He must face 
the same keen competition as the city stores, and must 
make his appeal to the buying public just as forceful. 
Wherever there is a community of buyers, there are op¬ 
portunities to do business. The most attractive displays 
and price appeals are bound to secure business. Competi¬ 
tion is keen, and though in quiet times some will resort to 
any price to get business, yet those who will endure are 
those who seize every opportunity to encourage and devel¬ 
op local trade. It requires very close application to busi¬ 
ness, the utmost vigilance and promotion of good will, but 
opportunities exist for the small town merchant who is 
alive and aggressive, and who recognizes the force of mod¬ 
ern advertising. Those who are not will ultimately fade 
out of the picture. 

One writer gjves a new slant on the period through 
which we are passing. He claims it will correct many 
evils, and business will eventually be established on a 
much firmer basis. Too much credit, the purchasing of 
luxuries on instalment plans, buying beyond the ability of 
the individual’s earning capacity, are just a few of those 
things which have contributed to present difficulties. Still 
there are those who would rather own a car than keep their 
credit good for the necessities of life. No wonder automo¬ 
bile manufacturers’ count their riches by the millions, 
while retailers ponder how they are to collect from many 
who ride in style and pay cash for gasoline. 

Spend as you earn, and mortgage the future, has made 
the few rich at the expense of those who yielded to the ef¬ 
forts of high pressure salesman. Who is to blame? Too 
many automobile tastes on wheelbarrow salaries. 


Generally speaking people can live in the way it suits 
th£m, but as the old saying goes, you can’t eat your cake 
|and hold it too.

All the information supplied is strictly confidential, and the officers 
of the Government are subject to severe penalty if they disclose any of 
the information which is given to them by residents in the country, to 
any other than the Government. 

Furthermore, it has nothing whatever to do with taxation, or militar y 
service, or compulsory school attendance, or immigration, or any snch 
matter; and the Government itself cannot use it except for statistical 
totals. 

The Government representative will put th< same questions to all, 
and it is your duty as a resident of this country to answer promptly and 
truthfully. The Government is very anxious to avoid forcing anyone to 
answer these questions, but it is empowered to do so in the few cases 
where individuals may refuse.
